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cent authors requires a new name. Owing to the small size of this 
form, he has named it '^Brcnta minima, sp. nov. Little Cackling 
Goose” (= Bcrnicla canadcnsis , d. lcncofarcia , B. B. & R., Water Birds 
N. Amer., I, 1SS4, pp. 456, 429). 

A new VVarbler ( Granatcllus sallcci boucardi subsp. nov.)* is dc- 
scribed from Yucatan, and also tvvo new birds from Costa Rica,f namelj 
Cyanocorax cncullatus , sp. nov., and Vircolanius fulchcllus vcrticalis. 
subsp. nov. 

Thrce Honev Creepers supposed to be new, namelj, Certhiola Jinschi , 
sp. nov., C. sundcvalli , “sp. nov. (?),” and C. sancti-thomce, sp. nov., 
are described, and a ‘Sjnopsis’ is given of thc specics of the genus 
Ccrthiola,% of which 19 are recognized, and of which are givcn the prin- 
ciple rcferences and sjnonjms. 

Cathartcs urubitinga Pelzeln is identified with C. burrovianus Cassin, 
bj comparison of tj'pical specimcns of tbe former with Cassin’s tj'pc of 
C. burrovianus.% Also Onychotcs grubcri Ridg. is found to bc thc 
Pandion solitarius of Cassin,|| vvhich now becomcs O. solitarius (Cass.). 
Its habitat proves to be the Sandwich Islands, thus rcmoving the 
spccies from the list of North American birds. Mr. Ridgwaj gives 
measurements of the five specimens known to him to be extant, includ- 
ing Cassin s tjpe. There is still anotlier example in the Muscum of 
Comparativc Zoölogj, which, having been submittcd to Mr. Ridgwaj 
since thc publjcation of his paper, he pronounces to be almost precisclj 
like Cassin’s tjpe—an adult in the light phase of plumage.—J. A. A. 

Nutting on Nicaraguan Birds. The collection forming thc basis of thc 
present paper^f was made bj Mr. Nutting at four localities, so chosen as to 
form a chain of stations cxtending across the greater part of Nicaragua, 
from east to wcst. The first of these is Sati Juan del Sur, on thc-Pacific 
coast, wbere 70 spccies wcre obtained, of which 4S are rccorded “for the 
first time from Nicaragua.” The second is Sucuvá, 22 miles nortliwest of 
San Juan del Sur. Here 8S specics wcre collected. The third is thc Island 
of Ometépe, in Lake Nicaragua, wherc 50 species werc obtained. Thc 
fourth is Los Sábalos, on the Rio San Juan dcl Norte, ahout 30 milcs from 
Lake Nicaragua. This localitj furnished 7S species, including five ncw. 
Most of the species werc obtained at more than one of tliesc localities— 
somc at all—while abont half scem not lo have been previouslj reported

ferretl from their known gcneral range. Brief ficld notcs are given bv thc 
author, whilc critical remarks arc hcrcand there addedbv the editor, who is 
also responsible forthe identifications and nomenclatureadopted. Mr. Ridg- 
way's critical remarks includc dcscriptions of four species stipposcd to bc 
new, as fcllows : Oryzoborus nnttinyi, Contopns rfcprcssirosfris , Cymbi - 
Uutivs lincatus fasciatns, and Porzatia lcucogastra, all from Los Sábalos. 
Gcotklypis bairrfi, also from the same locality, is describcd as new bv 
Mr. Nutting. — J. A. A. 

Stejneger on the Genus Cepphus.*—This paper consists of four parts : 
‘ 1 . Ccppkus tnofzfclrfi (Benickcn)’ pp. 210-216: ‘II. On the Whitc-wingcd 
Spccies of thc Genus Cepfkus ' (pp. 216-225) ; ‘III. ifas Ccppkus carbo 
cver bcen obtaincd within thc faunal limits of North Amcrica?’ (pp. 225- 
227; ; ‘ IV. Synopsis of tlte Species of the Genus Ccppkns' (p]4. 227-229). 
The spccies rccognizcd are 1. C. manrffii (Licht.) Ncwt. ; 2. C. gryllc 
(Linn.) Flem. ; 3, C. columba Pall. ; 4. C. carbo Pall.\ 5. C. motzficlrfi 
(Bcnick.) Stejn. The status of the last is not considercd as sntisfactorily 
scttlcd, but it is thoughtto bc a black-wingcd Guillcmot of the North At- 
lantic which has bccn mostl v overlookcd or rcgarded as a mclanotic phase 
of thc Common Guillemot. Thc distinguishing charactcrs of C. manrfti , 
as compared with C. gryllc, are dwclt upon at length, together with thcir 
géographical distril)ution. The alleged occurrence of C. carbo in Nortli 
Amcrica is discrcditcd. A pretty full citation of the synonymv and biblio- 
graphical rcferences of the spccics concludes thc paper.—J. A. A. 

Ridgway on Nevv Species of Birds from Cozumel Island, Yucatan.—In 
January, 1SS5. the V. S. Fish Comniission Steamer ‘Albatross’ touchcd 
at Cozumel Island, and the wcck spcnt there was turncd to good account 
in behalf of ornithology, the opportunit v afiordcd bcing improvcd bj r Mr. 
J. E. Bencdict, Dr. T. 11 . Bean, and Mr Tliomas Lee in forming a large 
collection of bird skins. Among thcse Mr. Ridgway has rccognizcd 15 
species and subspecies new to scicnce. llc has promptl v published prclim- 
inary descriptions of them,f and promises a fuller account later. Atabout 
thc same timc a collection of Cozumel birds, numbcring 27 species, vvas 
receivcd by Mr. Salvin, who has given an account of thcm in tlic Aprij 
mimbcr of r The Ibis’ (pp. 1S5-194, pl. v). It has thereforc happened that 
somc ofMr. Ridgway’s spccies wcre redescribcd and renamed by Mr. Sal- 
vin bcfore Mr. Ridgway’s papcr rcachcd him. Mr. Ridgway’s spccics, with 
tlie corresponding identifieations of Mr. Salvin. are as follows: (1)
